If EFC funding van be 
secured, proposals for a cultural 
centre in the Western Isles will 
he taken down fron the shclf, 
dusted, and realized jn Siorno- 
way on the jsle of Lewis, 1f 
built, it will provide Stornoway 
with’ a building, and with facil 
Ley, ut will be ile envy of 
muny less remote communilies, 

The Western Isles Council Was 
formed in the 1%75 reurganiza- 
tion and has the double task of 
creaing a unify between the 
Caelic and Engiist-speakihg 
cultures and providing same 
form oi cultural focus. The 
redundant town hal, farming a 
confident Jardmauk ul 1903 
Edwardian chatcauarclhitecture, 
created the opportunity. The 
tan hall had a theatre, but not 
up ta moderr: standards ; and 
tere is a derclict site next 
door, 

The council's then director 
of architecture, Mr Guy Cape- 
land, instructed the architects 
Campbell! and Arnor to produce 
a scheme which would use the 
old building, the derelict sile 
and would, in some indefinahle 
way, rroduce a centre whose 
atmosphere and qualilv would 
be mare thun the sum of irs 
Paris. 

The resulting proposal con- 
tains the central hbrary for the 
district, a cafê, a mıuscunı, a 
theatre with associated roo, 
studios for BBC Radin na 
Eilean, a video suite, and an 
audio-visual auditorium and 
cinema. 

The main part of tlie building 
wil be the new extension, 
entered on a raiied plinth bath 
from Sumh Beach and irom 
Point Strevt, Ar this point the 
huilding will hare an open 
USPC.

Nor is the Ednardian 
origina an easy building to 
math, Particularly hucause the 
new extension has to cram in 
more floors than the ald build- 
ing. Scale problems have 
largely been avoided by the use 
of glass walling counterpoint- 
ing the plain masonry 
blinckwork.

Sir, H the United Kingdom sells 
plutonium from its magnox pro- 
granıme to the United States there 
can be little doubt that this will 
lead to the vertical proliferation 
of nuclear weapons. As Sir Martin 
Ryle points out (October 17) it 
matters litle whether the particu- 
lar atoms sold by the United 
Kingdom are used in fast rectors 
or in weapons; the nef result wil) 
be to permit the increase ir 
nuclear weapons upon which the 
United Sates is set. 2 

As a member of the civil 
nuclear energy programme of the 
Urited Kingdom I have for several 
years assured my critics that civil 
nuclear energy is distinct from
